Exchange Board Submits Plan |r think of jury trials’. And then 1,000 Letters Sent Offering 


To Eliminate Small 
Orange Sizes 





A move to equalize returns to 
Valencia growers, bringing a bet- 
ter return to the grover having a 
preponderance of small sizes, was 
proposed at a meeting of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change board of directors last 
week. The proposal will be re- 
ferred to the Sunkist packing 
houses, and if a 95 per cent ap- 
prova] is obtained, the plan will 
be put into effect. 

The proposal should prove espec- 
jally beneficial to local Valencia 
growers, inasmuch as groves in 
this section have a high percent- 
age of small sizes. 

Directors representing 25 dis- 
trict exchanges endorsed the pro- 
posal. Local houses are acting on 
the proposal this week. 


By eliminating small sizes from 
the market, it is hoped that the 
price on the larger sizes will im- 
prove sufficiently to offset the 
payment of 40 cents a box for 
merchantable small sizes bought 
by the exchange. Fruit so pur- 
chased by the exchange will be 
sold to the juice fruit industry and 


to the Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts plant in Ontario. 

Essential points of the plan 
are: 


1. The Exchange is authorized 
to determine from week to week 


392s of all merchantable grades 
that may be shipped. 

2. At a minimum price of 4( 
cents per packed box equivalent, 
f.o.b. ;acking house, associations 
unable to fill their C. & A. agree- 
ment alictment will be able to sell 
the unshipped allotment to the 
Exchange and receive credit there- 
for. The minimum price estab- 
lished is based on domestic Valen- 
cia price to date ang will be in- 
creased proportionately as _ the 
season price for Valencias in- 
creases. 

3. The fruit purchased by the 
Exchange under this plan must be 
merchantable grade as_ prescrib- 
ed by the California state stand- 
ards as to quality, and shall not be 
smaller than the commercial size 
392. No packing house is to sell 
sizes smaller than 392s. 

4. The cost of operation of the 
plan to be underwritten by month- 
ly assessments based on shipments 
during the preceding month with 
final adjustment to be based on 
the value of shipments for each 
shipper. 

5. “This agreement shall be ef- 
fective when signed by associa- 
tions who handled during the 1937- 
38 season through Exchange 95 
per cent of Exchange Southern 
California Valencia orange ton- 
nage, and in no event shall be- 
come effective later than August 
6, 1939, and its operation shall 
continue in effect until terminated 
by Exchange, but not later than 
November 11, 1939.” 

Approximately 40 per cent of 
the crop still to be marketed 
grades 344s and 392s.

A hymnal that is designed pri- 
marily for congregational singing 
is the one being prepared for the 
lareeuneais church by the Rey. Les- 
{ter Hostetler, pastor of the Upland 
| Mennonite church, and by Prof. W. 
|H. Hohmann, professor cf music 
‘at Bethel college, Kansas, who is. 
spending the summer in Upland. 
The hymnal, to be published in the 
|fall, will be the first one to be. 
issued by this denomination since | 
1927. 

“Every generation, as a_ rule, 
feels the need of publishing a new 
hymnal,” says Mr, Hostetler. | 
“There are definite trends in the | 
type of hymns that people prefer. 
Today, I think we are realizing | 
that congregational singing occu- 
pies an important part in church 
services, and cannot be supplant- 
ed by choirs of professional sing- 
ers,” he continued. 

550 SONGS IN BOOK 

The new book will contain 550 
hymns-—-100 more than contained | 
in the previous book. A change 
in the new book, now being com- 
piled, will be that hymns will be 
classified. 

One section, not included in a 
previous book, will contain a col- 
lection of German chorales, Music | 
for these chorales is recognized as | 
being some of the finest work ever | 
composed.
